And it needs no argument to convince any rn*

It would be useless for us to attempt to il- 
lustrate more accurately nud concisely Iba/i 
has already hctu done by preceding Essay- 
ists what education is ; bot.to make our post- 
lion more clear, a few words way uot be out 
of tho way. 



il has aaldoto occurred that tho pcoplo wcio 
willing to pay a high price for an articlo that 
could qa procured at a lor/ rate, for paradoxi' 
cut as it may appear, we find that in maoy in- 
stances the caudidalo who will agreu to work 
the cheapest Is the successful one ; no matter 
how inferior in ability. Now if (his bo the 
ease, who W Jo lake tho first step in reform r 
Aa the teacher* occupation Is Onu of sacrifico 
and celf-dcnial,' ho should not bo behind in tbo 
reform, but should labour to tosher io speedily 
the day when his profetitorf (hall bo consider- 
qb second to nono. Hut how is bo to reform 
himself ond to add to tho value, of bis ' profes- 
sion I Tba.rineilionii easily answered j in a 
great rncaiuroil)' hit own individual cxcrliona 
and improvement. Many ore too apt to coo- 
eider themselves sufficiently informed without 
further efforts, for to Impart all tho instruc- 
tion that fa necessary. A greater mistake can- 
not be. A teacher's information cannot bo of 
too general a character. And perhaps tho 
wisest of u$ arc an infinite distance from per- 
fection in knowledgo in any branch. But if it 
eboutd be that aov one consider himself eu0i- 
cisotly informed for the occupation of leach- 
iog, hU power of Imparting knonlebge audi- 
cieotly developed b/ years of experience, ba* 
mode of discipline the most perfectjo a svord 
himself the moat perfect teacher of the ego ; 
ibouTd ho not condescend to irnpa a little of 
(bat information to those who are bis inferiors l 
Docs be not owe a duty to hia profession I 
and if ao, how can he belter discharge ibal 
important duly, than by endeavorfeg as for e» 
pMsiblo to perfect those who are !us co-it* 
bourcri I This being admit led ; how shall 
tccai tturjitrt improve each ether t The 
teachor never cornea in contact wtlb his fel. 
leacher, stliether it bo in visiting ol each 
others schools io private contemlion ro en 
occasion like the present but that ho has am- 
ple opportunity afforded liiirtof imparling and 
receiving more or less instruction, If we have 
faults or defeclsiet us gel together and make

ers of which the pupils arc possessed, Educa- 
tion includes the tady as well as the mind, 
['roper education gives, to the outward man 
vigor, activity and heauty j to the inward man 
power IrulhfuTaes* end virtue, a keen tense of 
duly (o God and man, a grasping and priing 
power which Mixes the first opportunity of 
knowing all tho workings of nature from the 
smallest sand upon the ocean's shoje to Ihe 
mighty oi b of day as he climbs the steeps of 
heaven, and gild i our earth with bis golden 
raya. It is a thorough discipline of the mind 
— not merely a mind crammed with a certain 
number of facta (were it ro an encyclopedia 
would he better educated than any man.) The 
mind after beiog thoroughly awakened must be 
drawn out and ils power 3 fully developed. J,et 
the above be completed in the rearing of the 
youth of our country, and we as a nation shall 
rush on lo opulence aod power with an ac- 
celerated velocity, and with certainly. JJui 
if this important duty is neglected, we cannot 
compete with the age ; our country will link 
intoiosigoifieaoce before surrounding aod over. 
powering nations ; and who knows but we will 
become ihe servile dupes of a foreign and des- 
potic tyrant. Is not then our position a re- 
sponsible ooe ? If it Is so much so, may we 
not conclude with the poet :

We bt-fievc il to be a deplorable fact, lhal iu 
maoy of our school*, the education of the mor- 
al faculties Is very much neglected. If this be 
the case, the powers which we are instrumen- 
tal io developing, .will become the greater 
avenues to vice and sensuality. 

We coma now to consider, in* the second 
place-? IKAn* wtusf be done (hat the teacher 
may more tutxeufultyinfrt thU respond* 
bility. 

It ia, wc doubt ool, « notorious fact, that 
many who enter upon IbV important avocation 
of teaching, do not do so in. ■ proper spirit. 
lor it very frequently happens that Ihe young 
aspirant to the bar, or lo the medical profes- 
sion, or some other emolument, makes teach- 
ing a stepping ateoe to these more lucrative 
employments, thus, proving at once, (bat be is 
not of the proper spirit, and if not of the pro- 
per spirit, asosl certainly without lb* ability 
It is considered by maoy that teaching is a 
work which demands not the atleotiop of the 
intellectual, otherwise it would be more re- 
muneralive. We think we have shown that' 
ils importance is sufficient to demand the aid 
of the tnOkl brightest aud moil glowing intel- 
lects of our country. By ethers ii U consi- 
dered as a miserable drudgery ; but so far 
from agreeing with this opiuioo, we say if it is 
eotered upoo by tU teachers with a determi- 
nation to make bis labours efficient, if is a 
most pleasing employment, and we I -eat t Mr 
concur with the senUmtqU expressed by the 
po^t when he tays;

these accompli j bmenU, which H'c do not con- 
sider tn anywise of paramount importance to 
the securing lo our country efficient and good 
teachers, demands en individual effort on Ihe 
pari of each one concerned, does it nol be- 
come every one to do all that lays in his pow- 
er to forward so noble an object. 

The French have a maxim that " everybo- 
dy is wiser than anybody." .So we htlieve. 
You who are wit bin ihe range of my voice, 
may have difficulties to contend with similar to 
mine ; your mode of treatment may be supe- 
rior to mine, or Vice Vena. Your method 
of imparting instruction on a certain branch, 
may be preferable to mine. Your discipline 
may be more effective than mine, bow impor- 
tant that I shautd become acquainted with 
your good methods or if mine are superior, you 
wild mine. Yea may have had years of ex- 
perience in (be profession, I may have had 
but a few months, your experience condensed 
into few word & and communicated to me may 
give me as much insight into the art of leach- 
ing as I could gain by the experience of n 
scores of years. Hence we conclude that no 
teacher can live to himself and satisfaclorily 
discbarge the important dulies devolving upon 
liim ; ond we scruple not to asreit, without 
fear of successful contradiction that aoy teach- 
er who thus lives secluded from the rest of the 
same profession ia to a great extent an ineffi- 
cient tutor without eilber life or vigor io as 
far as the imparling of instruction is concern- 
ed. We further conclude that •nutvat aut 
t's realty esienltal tooursttcce$% at teadte/s cj 
tiie yoitng and rising generation, end that 
by our endeavors thus to assist and be assist- 
ed, we secure a ten fold reward for all our 
time, toil and expense; and if we, the pupils 
under our charge,— and if the pupils, then the 
people at large i and we further conclude that 
the Teacher** Association Claims at a right 
thewarmeit ntpport of all lovers cf edttca 
cation. 

It requires ihe combined effort of all these 
means nod almost an innumerable multitude of 
others to perfect as far as possihle the teach- 
er and fully fit htm for Ihe important work he 
(s called to perform. Wfcen be has received 
the benefits arising from these with bis own 
personal improvement, aod enters into his 
work heartily and zealouity, theo, and then 
alone, wilt he be able to meet salnfaciority the 
responsibility he has assumed ; iben, and then 
alone, will h:s profession, iu the sight of 
others, become what it should be— the most 
important of all the professions. Mr. Preii 
deut aad fellow teachers it rem, io a great 
measure, with yon aod 1 to.make it so, tbsll 
we do it 1

of the I'rcnch io oxiond commercial inter- 
course between llio two countries, nud drew 
still closer Iho bonds of friendly alliance bo- 
l ween them. 

A dispute Iinving arisen between Spain 
and Morocco, I endeavored by friendly 
rnoana to prevent a rupture, but 1 regret to 
eay without success. 

An unauthorized proceeding by an officer 
of tho United States in regard to tho Island 
of San Juan, between Vancouver's Island 
and tho main land, might havo led to a seri- 
ous collision between my forces and those of 
ihe United Stales ; such collision, however, 
has been provontcd by the judicious forbear* 
auco of my naval officers on tho spot, and by 
equitable ond conciliatory provisional ar- 
rangements proposed on this matter by iho 
Government of ihe United Slates. I trust 
tSe question of boundary, out of which this 
affair has arriseu, may bo amicably settled 
in a manner conformable with the justice of 
the two countries, ss defined by the first or- 
ticlo of the treaty of 184G. 

In tlio Housd of Lords, Karl Grey, ofter 
giving his approval in gonorol to tho foreign 
policy of ihe Government, and questioning 
the advantage to be derived from iho new 
commercial treaty with Prance, cornplainej 
thnt minialora had not called Parliament to- 
gether before undertaking the expedition to 
China, end moved an amendment expressing 
regret that they did not adopt such o course. 

Lord Derby spoke on the same side, re- 
gretting the conduct of the Government in 
tbo Chinese affair he also entered into iho 
Iinliati ques'ioOj and urged a strict uqii inter- 
vention policy. 

The Uuke of. Nowcsslle end tho Rir\ of 
Granville defended the Government, and tho 
latter slated that MrACobden was entitled to 
the merit of the new commercial treaty with 
Prance, which ho was convinced would prove 
a great benefit to Kngtand. The amend- 
ment was nsgatived without n division, and 
the address was voted.
